Dog Quarantine 
Regulations Released 


Confinement of all dogs to the 
owner’s premises is required by 
dog quarantine regulations an- 
nounced recently by the State 
Health and Agriculture Depart- 
ment at a meeting of law-enforce- 
ment officials, kennel club lead- 
ers and humane society repre- 
sentatives in Lansing. 

Dogs may be removed from the 
premises only if held on a leash | 
or “otherwise directly restrained 
prevent said dog from attacking 
or biting any other animal or 
any person.” TF i i 
an automobile is thus permitted. 

The quarantine and the accom- | 
panying regulations declared by 
joint action of the State Health 
Department and the Department 
of Agriculture became effective 
Monday, April 1. The quarantine 
area includes the 47 counties of 
the Lower Peninsula south of 
the Manistee-Iosco county line. 

Dogs which are captured when 
running at large are required to, 
be kept for 72 hours and then 
destroyed, except under certain 
conditions. Dogs may be destroy- 
ed sooner by any incorporated 
humane society or on order of a 
municipal veterinarian or health 
officer. If they are not destroyed 
they must be impounded con- 
tinuously for three months. 

Owners wishing to remove 
their dogs from the quarantine 
area to another_part of the state 
must first obtain a permit from 
the local sheriff. Dogs brought 
into the quarantine area will be 
registered with the sheriff with- 
in 48 hours of arriyal. Special 
certificates of health approved: by 
the State Veterinanrian at Lan- 
sing must be obtained for dogs 
moved from the quarantine area 
te another nste h 

e regulations specify that 
“under the state law the en- 
‘forcement of these regulations 

be the duty of the sheriff 
of each county in the quarantine 
area and of his deputies, cons- 
fables and other municipal police 
officers and they shall see to it

A phase of the AAA farm- 
we | fores Program, which may be 
jincluded in a farmer's soil con- 
servation plan, is forest main- 
tenance. A farmer may earn $3 
per acre for maintaining a good
